Henry 
John Smith, who resides at 29, Nunhead Grove, said he 
was sitting in the house with his wife, when he heard a 
shot. Hé ran into the next room, opened the window, and 
калу the murderer in the act of firing his fourth shot at Mr. 
Sagouni. The man was#rouching in the gateway, holding 
the gate open with his right hand, and firing with his left. 
Mr. Sagouni fell into witness's arms, and the murderer—a 
short man with thick black hair and moustache, and wear- 
ing a cutaway coat and a soft Trilby hat—ran away very fast. 
Insp ctor Badcock produced the revolver thrown away by 
the murderer into the-garden of No. 35. It is a formidable 
weapon, carrying a heavy bullet. A verdiet of wilful 
murder against some person or perscns unknown was 
returned. The police engaged on the case are said to have 
convinced themselves that the murderer has not left

Funeral of the Victim.—The remains of the 
murdered Armenian were laid to rest last Saturday in 
Forest Hill Cemetery. Crowds lined the road leading 
across Peckham Rye, and.at times caused the mounted 
police considerable trouble in keeping the route clear. 
‘The body was enclosed in a coffin of polished oak. А few 
coaches followed the open. hearse, while a number of 
mourners walked behind the coffin carrying wreaths and 
weuring white gloves, in accordance with Armenian 
custom. At the cemetery there was a rush of fully three 
thousand people to get near the coffin as it was being 
removed to the little chapel in the grounds. The Rev. 
‘Theodore Isaacs, pastor of the only Armenian church in 
England, conducted the service. He delivered a short 
address eulogising the murdered man. Several Armenians 
who have been in London for the conference of the 
Hentchakist Society spoke of the late M. Sagouni as n 
martyr who had died for his cause and country. At the 
conclusion of the service the crowd joined in the singing of 
** Rock of Ages.” 


Twenty-Five Lives Lost in a Fire.— Through 
an outbreak of fire in a crowded five-storey tenement 
house on Eleventh Avenue, New York, twenty-five 
ersons—including three women and one baby—lost their 
fives. The flames started in the basement, and rushed up 
the air shaft to the top floor. By the time the tenants 
wer oused the stairease was blazing, and all escape eut 
off in that direction. There was a fearful struggle on the 
part of everybody in the building to escare, the fighting 
crowds at the upper windows being so great that they 
became wedged in the window-frames. Seeing the state 
of affairs, the firemen mounted scaling-ladders, dragged 


the panic-stricken tenants from the fire-escapes, and 
tossed them into lift-nets held by other firemen 
and policemen below. Five cf the men who lost 


their lives were found huddled together against a door, 
where they had fought with one another to be the 
first to escape, and had only made it impossible for any of 
them to open the portal. Two others were discovered with 
their hands in a death-clasp about each other's throat. 
the victims were mostly of Italian and Hungarian 
nationality.

Such notions, 
if generally accepted or mentioned in the hearing of a 
would-be Spanish fancier, must, of cour-e, os persons 
of rational ideas away to some other member of the feathered 
race. For longevity, for egg- production, for juvenile 
appearance when advanced in years, the Spanish fowl beats 
all other breeds.

the surface, the old turf being turned below. Piek out 
roots, weeds, and large stones as the work proceeds. 
Whenever soil is dug up or disturbed it is аз well to seize 
the opportunity and dig in stable or farmyard manure. 
И the spade cannot be stabbed tbrough the turf, it may be 
found necessary to take the turf off with a turfing-iron, or it 
ean also be done with the spade. After tire seed is sown, 
and before removing the string, sifted loam should be 
evenly laid over by hand at the rate of one bushel for the 
four yards each way, or sixteen yards, or about-eighteen 
bushels per twenty yards each way, or 400 square yards. 
If this operation is carefully carried out. the seed will all be 
covered to a = of about a quarter of an inch—it should 
not be more. is will nourish the seed and also hide it 
from the birds. As rds — loam or sand for cover- 
ing, the operator must be guided by whichever it is easiest 
to procure, but generally it may be taken that a very heavy 
clay would be — with a covering of good loam.
